Then 
the country had its own language, and its 
songs and metre were of the finest. As long 
as Ireland had her own language her music 
was inspired by the poetry of that language. 

When Bunting, in 1791, collected some 
Irish airs he put them in a form which the 
harpers of Belfast could not play, because 
their instruments would not iet them.

Shackleton, who was at that time leader of 
the British Antarctic Expedition, set out for 
the South Pole with a string of ponies to 
establish supply dépéts. The plan was to 
slaughter an animal at various points and 
leave the flesh hidden in a snow cache. While 
they were crossing the Beardmore Glacier— 
the biggest in the world. which Shackleton 
himself discovered—they lost a pony which 
fell through a crevasse. This represented the 
loss of about six hundred pounds of meat. The 
explorers got within ninety-seven miles of the

At the beginning of 
this century there were over 51,000 acres 
of land under flax, whereas during 1931 
the flax-bearing area was only abont 8,000 
acres. Even further back it is said that 
at least one hundred thousand acres were 
devoted to flax, but the crop fell upon 
evil times, due to dumping and compet- 
tion from countries where social and 
labour conditions are inferior to those oí 
Ireland. As a result, large sums are sent 
annually to foreigners.

DIFFICULT MATTER. 


Asked if an arrangement could be made 
as suggested by the Farmers’ Union. for a 
quota of Irish flax to be used in Irish linen. 
he said: “The matter is one bristling with 
difficulties. In the first place, Trish flax is 
not suitable for all classes of linen goods. 
Jt is used principally for the medium to finer 
range of goods, and Belgian flax is the most 
suitable for the very fine cambrics. On the 
other hand, flax from Russia and the Baltic 
provinces is more suitable for the coarser 
quality of material. It is in this range that 
the most activity now is being experienced 
in view of the anti-dumping duties. 

‘Again, Irish linen manufacturers must 
compete against Continental and other manu. 
facturers in the markets of the world, and 
and consequently they must be in a position 
to obtain their raw material as cheaply as 
their competitors. This is not likely if 
they have to conform to any quota arrange- 
ment on the. lines suggested. ' 

‘When linen gaods are being protected on 
the British market it is the most natural 
thing in the world that home flax producers 
should also want a measure of protection 
but it is very difficult to apply that principle 
to a world-wide business like the linen In- 
dustry I think, however, the increase in 
the price of flax, now that the linen trade 
is reviving, will be an inducement to farmers 
to grow more, and reap a reasonable profit. 
I believe that if farmers are wise they will 
grow more flax during the coming year.’’ 
_ in 1950, 52,457 acres of flax were grown 
in Ireland; in 1929, 40,194. In pre-war 
years the average acreage was 51,000. 

It is Suggested that the Northern Govern. 
ment should call a conference of flax growers 
and representatives of the linen industry 
with a view to again reaching the pre-war 
acreage of about 51,000.

HE Re-Valuation Bill that is presently 
before the Northern Parliament was 
again criticised to-day at the meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Belfasi 
Chamber of Trade. 
Mr. 8. D. Bell, J.P., said that it might be 
that the Senate would make helpful amend- 
ments. He traversed the argument that the 
best time for re-valuation was when trade 
was at its worst. Ke-valuation when lettings 
of property were at their peak was not the 
best. time, but when leases were expiring 
lettings were being very considerably yedatell, 
Within the next five or ten years many 
leases would fall out; there would be such a 
reduction as would. give tenants a fair chance 
| of living and making something. but with 
re-valuation now jt would be higher than the 
rents. Anomalies should be adjusted with- 
out inflicting an expense of £120,000 for new 
officials, ete., which must be paid out of 
rates and taxes. There had been 40,000 re- 
adjustments in the last ten years, and 90 per 
cent. of the centre of Belfast had been re- 
valued. Could they not continue on those 
lines? “They would soon be serfs in the hands 
oí permanent. officials. Ulster might ask 
for a re-valuation of the Government itself 
and of the party system; in fact, they might 
ask for getting back to England, which weuld 
not be the worst evil. 
Mr. William Sweeney pointed to the case 
of property owners who were only paying on 
a quarter of their income on that property. 
H 90 per cent. of the city centre had been 
re-valued, what had merchants to fear’ The 
Chamber should not go out to embarrass the 
Government. He felt that the money that 
would be raised would not go to England, 
but would be largely kept at home to balance 
the Budget. 
Alderman W. H. Alexander said that there 
was no doubt the re-valuation was being 
carried out, notwithstanding the opposition 
of every elective. public body in Northern 
Ireland. No attention had heen paid to the 
representation of public bodies. He agreed 
anomalies,.should be righted, and that could 
he quite simply done. The plain fact was 
that, owing to their close association with 
England in regard to social services, the

We are 
told that the country 1s prosperous, but we 
would like to share in that prosperity. The 
hollowness of those prosperity cries is 
apparent if we compare the income of the 
jarmer with the income of the officials he 
supports.

SUGGESTIONS. 


‘In view of the circumstances enumerated, 
and considering the importance of agriculture

Mr. B. Maguire, T.D., said that the 
amount of the grant coming to the countv 
was so small that it would be impossible to 
meet the needs existing. It was the economic 
position that should he tackled. These 
grants were like applying a bandage to a 
wound, He proposed a resolution urging on 
the Government to take into consideration 
in allocating County Leitrim’s portion of the 
present relief grant the necessity for relief 
work in the county, the inequality of pre- 
vious grants made: road grants, housing 
grants, afforestation, draimage and reclama- 
tion of waste lands. 

““AVe urge,” the resolution added, “ that 
before undertaking expenditure under this 
grant by the Land Commission that the views 
of the parish -priests and county. councillors 
he ascertained, and that each parish should 
get an equitable share.” 

A xopy of this resolution also was ordered 
to be sent to the Free State Minister for 
Finance. 

Mr, Maguire said that it was only fair that 
the Government should take into account the 
inequalitv of the grants under the varions 
heads which had come to the county in the 
past.

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A Special Correspondent of The Times 
in Stockholm has analysed the commercial 
outlook of the Scandinavian nations, and 
finds little comfort therein. For the 
second time in this century, he says, they 
have been shaken from their traditional 
policy of segregation from the affairs of 
Europe. Three events of world-wide 


| importance have conspired to accomplish 


this end—the Wall street crash, the sus- 
pension of the gold standard in England, 
and the rapidly-growing tariff war. Early 
last year the depression had left Scan- 
dinavia virtually untouched ; to-day she is 
encompassed about with difficulties. The 
pending trouble of the gold standard was 
met by all three countries when, following 
Britain, they renounced gold. That move, 
although it aroused fierce opposition, was 
almost certainly wise; for Britain was, 
and is, by far the best customer of 
Scandinavia. The real menace to her 
prosperity, however, has been created by 
trade and currency restrictions in foreign 
markets. As the Correspondent observes, 
nearly every market for Scandinavian 
goods has 
Germany, 
supped by the poison of reparations, con- 
tinues to throw obstacles in the way of 
imports from Scandinavia—although the 
balance of trade is heavily in Germany's 
favour. France has burdened Scan- 
dinavian goods with an exchange tax of 
15 per cent., thereby inducing Denmark 
to retaliate with a partial embargo on 
French liqueurs and cognacs. Now the 
shadow of a British tariff darkens the 
northern horizon. 

We must remember that the Scandina- 
vian countries depend for their life upon 
a flourishing foreign trade. They have 
kept that trade until lately at an enviably 
high level, and, so long as the British 
market remains open to them, the chance 
of, at least, a fair degree of prosperity 
remains. Mr. Walter Runciman’s lists of 
duties have given them grave cause for 
anxiety ; for they see in those lists, not 
unreasonably, the vision of a comprehen- 
sive tariff system in England. The exist- 
ing duties, of course, are designed to meet 
an emergency, and it is not right to draw 
from them any inference cuncerning the 
particular commodities that will become 
subject to a tariff later in the year. On 
the other hand, two facts, from 


the Scandinavian point of view, are 


sinister. In the first place, the duty on 
‘luxury ” vegetables shows that Britain 
has overcome her old reluctance to food 
taxes. In the next place, she is pledged 
to some form of commercial agreement 
with the Dominions, and the only tariff 
that can have the slightest value for most 
of the Dominions is a tariff on food. Here 
is ample ground for Scandinavian fore- 
bodings. In 1930 Norway exported to 
England goods amounting in value to 
£11,976,165; Sweden's contribution is 
negligible, but in the same year Denmark 
supplied England with produce to the 
value of £54,121,007. A heavy import 
duty on agricultural produce in favour of 
the Dominions will involve, if not ruin, at 
least serious detriment to Scandinavian 
commerce. 

Denmark will be the chief sufferer 
from a British tariff on foodstuffs; and 
two Dominions will be the chief gainers— 
New Zealand and the Irish Free State. 
Of one thing we can be sure—that 
Denmark will not yield her present 
high place without a struggle. This 
Scandinavian region buys incomparably 
more British goods a head than any other 
country outside the Commonwealth. 
Therein she possesses a valuable lever for 
negotiation. Denmark nurses no reseut- 
ment against the new British policy, 
realising that tariffs have become an 
essential factor of British prosperity. At 
the same time she realises that a similar 
policy may become necessary on her side ; 
and it is fairly certain that, if England 
raises a tariff wall against Danish 
produce, Denmark will retaliate by import 
duties upon wares from Britain. The 
in..ial steps, indeed, have been taken 
already; and constructive minds in the 
three States are considering, with other 
expedients, the possibility of new regional 
agreements. Thux the two Dominions 
chiefly interested in a tariff on Danish 
goods must keep earnest watch. If 
the Free State and the New Zealand 
farmers wish to prevent a resurgence 
of Danish superiority in the British 
market, they must use their new 
opportunity to the full. They will not 
supply between them enough produce to 
satisfy the British demand ; they will not 
even supply enough to prevent a rise cf 
prices in Britaim; but there is no earthly 
reason why they should not capture the 
dominant position among her tuppliers.

lreland's Flax Supply. 
Before the War the average number of 
acres under flax in Ireland was 51,000. 
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buy in the lowest market in order that 
they can press the advantages offered to 
them by the depreciated pound in foreign 
markets. The latest proposal appears to 
be that a conference of flax-growers and 
representatives of the linen industry shai! 
be convened to find some method by which 
the pre-war acreage can be reached anew. 
Laudable though this intention may be, 
the wisdom of a too great haste can be 
questioned. Flax, like any other com- 
modity, will be produced as soon as a 
genuine demand for it exists; indeed, the 
rapidity of its decrease in the Six Counties 
is a promise of its greater abundance when 
there is a call for it, so long as the 
Northern Government ensures that the im- 
porter eajoys no unfair advantage. On 
the whole, prospects are reassuring, and, 
if the price of flax is maintained, Irish 
growers will be quick to seize their oppor- 
tunity. 


Detroit and Cork. 


The International Labour Office, at the 
Ford Motor Company’s request, has made 
an inquiry into relative costs of living in 
Detroit and fourteen European cities. It 
was not an inquiry into wage rates and 
did not seek to provide a standard of 
living. The question to which Messrs. 
Ford desired an answer was: How much 
must a European worker spend if he is to 
live on level terms of comfort with his 
counterpart in Detroit? Since cllowance 
was needed for different modes of life, the 
answer is hedged with various qualifica- 
tions; but all pains were taken to make 
the figures approximately correct. It 
appears that, for the maintenance of the 
Detroit standard of living, Stockholm is 
the costliest city in Europe ; if 100 is taken 


| as the figure for Detroit, the Stockholm 


figure is 99-104. The cheapest cities, 
according to this standard, are Barcelona 
(58) and Antwerp (61-65). Berlin is 
represented by 83-90, Paris by 80-87, and 
Manchester by 70-74; and. the figure for 
Cork—the Ford census does not embrace 
Dublin or Belfast—is 85. Of course, all 
these figures must be read in the light of 
Detroit's standard of living. The typical 
man chosen for the purpose of the inquiry 
was the average of 100 men receiving the 
Ford minimum wage—about £340 a year— 
and having a wife and two or three 
children. The report gives some rather 
curious details of this average man’s ex- 
penditure. His annual outlay on food is 
£111, on clothing £42, and on housing 
£77. He buys a felt hat once in two 
years, a new suit every two and a half 
years, and an overcoat every seven years. 
By Irish standards this ration seems to be 
exiguous; but, on the other hand, this 
citizen of Detroit indulges annually in five 
shirts, fifteen pairs of socks (including one 
pair of silk socks), and nine pairs of 
cotton gloves. His wife buys two dresses 
and eight pairs of stockings annually, and 
—in strange contrast to her husband—one 
pair of cotton gloves every two years. 
Forty-seven of the 100 families own motor 
cars. The average expenditure of these 
100 families annually exceeds income by 
eight dollars, and, apart from life 
insurance premiums, they make no 
savings. Such figures give us a new 
insight into the present tragedy of 
American unemployment. 


Patriotic Taxpayers. 


Patriotism has many facets, but its 
noblest manifestation undoubtedly is the 
prompt payment of taxes. No decoration 
attends this pious performance of duty ; 
indeed, no social obloquy falls upon the 
citizen who boasts brazenly how he has 
hoodwinked the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment. On the contrary, an uncomfortable 
conscience and the presence of several buff 
envelopes in our pockets—frequently un- 
opened, because we dare not open them— 
make us all unhappy brothers in iniquity. 
A sudden change of heart mow seems to 


have swept over England.) he Inland 
Revenue Department, in “wi of the 
national emergency, besought taxpayers to 
pay their dues ;t once, and, according to 
all reports, the response, especially in 
London, has surpassed every expectation. 
In some cases so great was the press of 
perfervid taxpayers that many were 
turned away because the clerks were not 
able to cope with them all in the time 
available. Such a scene must have recalled 
1914, when the manhood of the country 
rushed to enlist ; yet we may doubt if that 
offering of blood and service really had 
the psychological value of last Friday’s 
duller, but hardly less useful, sacrifice. 
Mr. Blythe is not always fond of 
English examples, but in this instance 
he must wish that the same enthu- 
siasm to pay money into the Exchequer 
was noticeable in the Free State. 
Since he asks. less money than his 
‘ British confrére, he must find the com- 
parison distressing. England's behaviour 
lately has put new heart into her friends ; 
for at last she is reproducing those old 
qualities which made her great. When we 
| consider her present financial plight and 
the appalling load of her taxation, her 
readiness to replenish her treasury must 
stand out as an earnest of her resurgence 
in 1932.

THE LATE DR. GEORGE SCRIVEN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—The death has recently been an- 
nounced of Dr. George Scriven, who, in addi- 
tion to having represented Ireland at Rugby 
football against England and Scotland on 
eight occasions between 1879 and 1883, was 
also the referee in the memorah'e match be- 
tween England and Scotland in March, 1884, 
when the dispute arose as to the validity of 
the try gained by England. This dispute 
caused the abandonment of the England v. 
Scotland match in 1885, and was also the 
unavowed reason of the great trouble of 1888 
and 1859, followed by the satisfactory sett!'e- 
ment of the international difficulty and the 
resumption of international matches. 

The facts of the dispute were simple, and 
were admitted by both sides. A Scottish 
plaver knocked the ball back, and Kindersley 
obtained a try. England contended (1) that 
it was lawful to knock back; (2) that, even 
if it. was illegal to do so, the Scotchmen 
could claim no advantage from an illegal act 
committed by one of their side; (3) that, as 


no Englishman appealed, the subsequent play 


was legal; and (4) that the referee decided 
that a try was obtained, and based his deci- 
sion on a point of fact, the point put before 
him being whether an Englishman had 
appealed or not. The Scotchmen contended 
that the point in dispute was the interpreta- 
tion of the law dealing with knocking the 
ball, and denied the right of the Ragby 
Union to be sole interpreters of the laws of 
the game.

M. Laval, the 
rench Premier, refuses firmly to extend 
the period beyond two years, while here— 
in the Foreign Office and in the City— 
there is an opinion that the period 
ought to be five years at least. 
The int is not easily arranged, 
since M. Laval must consider politica! 
circumstances which are absent on 
this side. of the Channel. He will soon 
have to face a general election, and is not 
at all anxious to go to the country with an 
unfavourable reparations report hanging 
over his head. In the meanwhile, the 
Bankers’ Conference at Berlin on the short- 
term credits given to Germany delays its 
procedure, as the delegates are waiting to 
see what will happen in connection with 
reparations. It is unlikely that anything 
of a final character will be decided by the 
bankers before the middle of next month. 


Tariff Prospects. 


A Cabinet meeting will be held at No. 
10 Downing street on January 12th—the 
first of a series likely to continue until 
the re-assembling of Parliament on 
February 2nd. The main business wil! be 
the preparation of the programme that the 
Prime Minister will reveal to the House of 
Commons when it meets. Much will de- 
pend upon this programme, which is 
expec to include the provision of a 
‘‘ scientific ’’ tariff; and, if this tariff 
fails to mature, there is likely to be much 
trouble in the Conservative Party. The 
tion of tariff reformers has no inten- 
tion of making a further sacrifice of its 
opinions, and will not hesitate to vote 
against the Government if its demands for 
a tariff are not met. It is improbable 
that any but the extreme protectionists 
would adopt such a course, but in number 
they are not inconsiderable, and the shock 
to the Government would be unpleasant.

N indictment charging Congress with 
violations of the Delhi Pact, which 
recalls Mr. Gandhi’s famous “ charge 
sheet,” issued just prior to his sailing for 
the Round Table Conference, is published 
here by the Government of India to-day, 
simultaneously with the issue of the four 
Ordinances issued with a view to 
strengthening the Government’s hands in 
dealing with the renewed civil disobedience 
movement. 

The statement examines the issues 
raised by the attitude of Congress, and 
Pe ea that the Government of India 
an the local Governments have 
scrupulously observed the terms of the 
March, 1931, settlement, sparing no effort 
to surmount difficulties, as evidenced by 
specific breaches of the settlement by 
Congress. 

After detailing these breaches, the 
statement continues :— 

“ The main issue befure the Govern- 
ment was whether or not Congress was 
prepared to co-operate in further con- 
stitutional discussions. It was plain that 
there could be no co-operation so long as 
activities in the United Provinces and 
the Frontier continued and there was a 
continuous menace of civil disobedience. . 


GANDHI—DICTATOR. 


‘The Government of India, further, 
was asked to accept conditions which 
would make Mr. Gandhi arbiter as to the 
measures necessary for the maintenance 
of law and order, and which would leave 
him free to pursue subversive activities. 

'“ Congress pronounced the Premier’s 
declaration unsatisfactory and inadequate, 
and demanded that, if co-operation were 
accepted, free scope should be given ‘to 
secure their claim to complete  inde- 
pendence. 

“ Hence the Government of India were 
left with no alternative but to take 
measures to meet the campaign of civil 
disobedience. That campaign, as con- 
ceived and practised, is to paralyse the 
Administration and inflict the maximum 
of harm on the Government, regardless of 
the loss to private individuals. It is 
opposed to all constitutional principles 
and would make any form of Government 
im possible. 


PLEDGED TO REFORMS. 


‘‘In using their full resources against 
it the Government of India are fighting 
the battle not only of the present Govern- 
ment, but of Governments of the future. 
The peaceful progress of India depends 
on the maintenance of the authority of 
the Government and respect for the law. 
The Government would fail in their duty 
if they allowed the usurpation of their 
functions by any political organisation. 
The Governnient are pledged to press for- 
ward the work of constitutional reforms, 
which they will do undeterred by Con- 
gress threats.”’ 

Finally, the Government appeal for the 
co-operation of all to assist them to 
pursue the path of constitutional advance. 

Inquiries made in Downing street show 
that the policy of the Government of 
India has the full approval of the British 
Government, whose attitude is stated to 
be one of “ firmness and unity.”’

Fourteen out of the seventy-two mills 
in Bombay are closed, and the Bullion, 
Cotton, Grain and Stock Exchanges closed 
to-day to protest against the arrest of 
Gandhi. 

A hartal (day of mourning) has been 


proclaimed. 
Police arrangements include batches of 
armed constables stationed ‘in various 


parts of the city, particularly in the mill 
area. 
Bands of street urchins are parading 
the streets in the business quarters, and 
are keeping up a continuous shout of 
“ Boycott British goods.’’

ENROLMENT OF VOLUNTEERS. 

Bombay is chiefly a selling centre, and 
many European firms have not yet re- 
covered from the disastrous effects of the 
last boycott movement. It is expected 
that the local markets will be closed at 
least for two days more, and psssibly 
longer. 

Congress circles expect that the arrest 
of two hundred local workers will occur 
in the next day or so, and already a long 


list of successive ' War Cabinets’’ has 
been prepared. 
Meanwhile Congress is being estab- 


lished on what is termed a “ war foot- 
ing.” Volanteers are being enrolled, and 
on this occasion they will receive only 
food and uniforms, but not the payment 
of-six annas (about 6d.) a day as on the 
last occasion. These Volunteers will he 
billeted at residences throughout the city. 

In Madras all demonstrations in syr- 
pathy with the civil disobedience move- 
ment have been prohibited for one month. 


GANDHI’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


“ The non-co-operation campaign should 
be started with prayer and fasting,’’ de 
clares Mr. Gandhi in a statement givinz 
directions concerning the policy to 
followed in his absence. ; 

One point on which he lays stress ‘s 
that “ absolute protection must be given 
to every English man, woman and child, 
whether officia) or not.” 

‘* After my arrest,”’ says the Mahatma, 
“the nation must wake up from its sleep. 
It must discard all foreign cloth and take 
to khaddar (home spun). 

‘Drugs and intoxicating drinks must 
be given up completely. There must be 
no trace of violence. 

‘‘ Every individual must withdraw 
every possible form of co-operation from 
the Government. Finally, the resolutions 
of the Working Committee must be carried 
out no matter what hardship, whether 
loss of life or property, is involved.

WRAPPED IN NEWSPAPERS, 


The bodies were wrapped in articles of 
clothing and old newspapers. Two Bibles 
were also in the suitcase. 

The police were communicated with, and 
after removing the suitcase and the bodies 
they questioned the occupant of the house 
about her lodger. 

News of the discovery spread rapidly 
throughout the district, and a large crowd 
gathered outside the house, which was 
later shut up. 

In the late afternoon a married woman 
was taken to the Central Police Station, 
where she was followed by her husband, 
who was carrying a young child in his arms. 
The woman was interrogated. 

The bodies await a medical examination 
to ascertain the eause of death.

In a leading article, The Times 
observes:—Mr. Gandhi’s imprisonment 
has since been followed by the arrest of 
the new Congress President, and by the 
promulgation of a further series of 
ordinances culminating in the proclama- 
tion of the Working Committee as an un- 
lawful association. The Government, in 
short, mean to tolerate no illusions about 
their capacity to govern, and since none 
of the measures which they have taken 
will affect the lives of law-abiding citizens, 
it is grotesque to represent them as a 
| declaration of war. hat they have done 
is not to issue a challenge, but to meet an 
impudent and intolerable claim. There 
has never, of course, been anything in- 
congruous between the determined prose- 
cution of the goal of Indian self-govern- 
ment and the firm repression of lawlessness 
by the Government of the day, whether 
composed for this purpose, as it was at 
one time, wholly by British admini- 
strators, ur, as it is to-day, with a large 
admixture of Indians, or, as the fullness 
of time will see it,in the hands of Indians 
alone. Nothing indeed could so surely 
retard that prospect as any weakness at 
this stage in maintaining the essentials of 
civilised. society. 


THE WORK GOES ON. 


But in the meantime, the work of the 
Round Table goes forward with all the 
greater certainty, paradoxical as it may 
seem at this moment, for the fact that 
Congress was most conspicuously repre- 
sented by its chosen leader at the last 
session of the Conference.

“OKAY. CHIEF.” 


“With the addition to their vocabu- 
laries of more American siang, there 
comes a slackening in their ameuability 
to discipline,’’ I was told yesterday by the 
headmaster of a Dublin elementary school. 
““I have heard of cases of children re- 
sponding to statements 
teachers with a derisive ‘Oh, yeah,’ or 
‘Sez you.’ It is bad enongh when a boy 
acknowledges an order with the reply, 
‘Okay chief,’ but imagine the position 
of a headmaster who is addressed in a 
drawl with the words ‘ Okay 
. baby.’ ”’ 

“I find that my pupils pick up Ameri- 
can with much greater facility than they 
do Irish,” admitted the principal of a 
large secondary school in the city. “ IS 
shows how the Government, with all their 
good intentions, fail to take a compre- 
hensive view of juvenile problems, so that 
what is achieved in one direction is al- 
most nullified by what they neglect to 
do in other directions. 


STRICTER SUPERVISION. 


“ The Government has set up a film 
censorship, but the standard they have 
set is mostly an adult, or, at least, an 
adolescent, one. Considering that such a 
tremendous proportion of the cinema’s 

atrons are children, should there not 
be a very strict supervision over the type 
shown to juveniles? 
Both educationally and morally, 
children would benefit by the pro- 
hibition for juvenile showing of films 
dealing with life in the American under- 
world. These are more dangerous to the 
very young than the sex films with which 
the censors are mainly concerned. 

“Although so much is being spent on 
the propagation of the Gaelic language, 
the great educational possibilities of the 
cinema have so far been neglected. Excel- 
lent results would undoubtedly be 
achieved by the use of Gaelic on the 
screen. instead of the dialects of gangdom, 
i The Government would have the support 
of the whole teaching profession if they 
were to foster such an enterprise.” 


GIRLS PICK UP SLANG. 


Girls, according to the principal of a 
girls’ school in the city, are subject in the 
same degree as boys to the influence of 
the talkies. 
she said, ‘‘in quite the same way as boys 
were by the moral standards of the films, 
and so the silent films were much less 
harmful, but they pick up the Yankee 
slang very easily. is is bound to be 
derogatory to their vocabularies; for the 
language that is used in the films is not 
even the language of cultured Americans. 
The worst aspect of the case is that, 
having once mastered the half dozen 
phrases which seem to complete this slang 
vocabulary, they no longer need to think 
when taking part in conyersation, for one 
phrase is regarded as an adequate com- 
ment on almost any situation. 

“An increase in the number of British 
films might help matters. At all events, 
the prospect for the English language— 
and I suppose one mighaa@ery well say the 
Irish language too—is very black unless 
the Government takes some action in the 
interests of education to deal with the 
question.” 

The principal of an _ important 
Wesleyan college, while disturbed at the 
influence of the American speech, was 
more concerned with the moral effects of 
the films on children. “ Despita the 
censorship,’’ he said, ‘the morality of the 
cinema is in a deplorable state, and it 
is having appalling results on the children 
who attend, as the great majority of them 
do. The censorship ought to be made 
much more strjngent, so as to bar, for 
children at least, these gangster films. 
When that is done, it will be found that 
the standard of speech learned by young 
cinema-goers will also be greatly im- 
proved ; for it is almost alone in pictures 
such as those and in the very cheap type 
of comedy that the Yankee dialect in its 
very blatant form is employed.”

| meeting of the Dublin Corporation last 
night, when the City Manager read a 

letter from the Free State Minister for 
Finance stating that the sum allocated to the 
Dublin County Borough out of the £250,000 


made available under the Unemployment 


Relief Act, 1931, would be £59,000, distri- 


buted as follows :— ' 
£50,000 to be expended on the laying out 
of the War Memorial Park ; 
£5,000 on various works to be undertaken 
by the Corporation; and 
£4, on various works to be undertaken 
by the Commissioners of Public Works, 
In connection with the same matter, a 
letter was read from the Minister for Local 
Government. and Public Health, stating that 
“ portion of the funds provided for the relief 
of unemployment will be administered in 
Dublin through the Commissioners of Public 
Works. Phe Tbdinilesioners of Public Works 
are undertaking the laying out of a park on 
the Inchicore and Long Meadows Estate in 
connection with the scheme for the Irish Na- 
tional War Memorial. The money subscribed 
for the Memorial will be expended on the 
part of the park dedicated to Memorial pur- 
poses. A har of unemployed men have 
already been engaged in forming roads and

able to employ up to 200 men in the 
course of a few months. The work will con- 
tinue some months. 

“The Commissioners are also undertaking 
the laying out of a plot on the eastern side of 
the Custom House, comprising part of the 
old Custom House Docks; the improvement 
of drainage in the Pheonix Park to relieve 
flooding, and trenching work for an electric 
cable in the Phoenix Park.” 


SOME CRITICISM. 

Mr. M. O'Sullivan said that what had 
originally been styled a gift from the Govern- 
ment to the National War Memorial Commit- 
tee appeared now to have been given at the 
expense of the Corporation. They were only 
getting £5,000, although they had of their 
own volition decided to levy a rate to bring 
in £25,000. In his opinion, it was not right 
that a War Memorial which concerned the 
whole country was going to be erected out of 
money which in the ordinary course of events 
would go to the Corporation. 

Mrs. Kettle said that the diverting this 
money to the War Memorial was a huge 
camouflage. This money, that should have 

ne to the relief of unemployment in 

ublin, was now to be spent on providing 
a public park alongside the largest park in 
the world. Many people thought that War 
Memorials were futile things, but, if there 
was to be one, they should be honest about 
it, and have it in the centre of the city. 
She asked how would the employment be 
distributed’ lf the money was given as a 
gift from the Government for the purpose of 
a War Memorial, it would not be of much 
advantage if preference were not given to 
the ex-Service men; but, if it was being 
given for the relief of the ordinary unem- 
ployed, it should be given to the Corpora- 
tion. 

Mr. P. Belton said that, if there was no 
question of a War Memorial, the money 
now being devoted to it would have gone 
to the Corpcration for the relief of unem- 
ployment, by providing ordinary civie works, 
and for that reason he did not see why 
the ex-Service men should have any special 
claim on the employinent to be given. If 
the money was'a gift trom the Government, 
and if the Corporation did not suffer as a 
vonsequence, there would be a lot to be 
raid for the ex-Service men’s claim. 


ANOTHER ASPECT. 

Mr. C. McGloughlin explained that the 
Government were making this park and giv- 
ing the War Memorial Committee permis- 
sion to erect a memorial there. The money 
was being spent to relieve unemployment, 
and, in addition, there was to be spent a 
further £40,000 or £50,000, which had been 
lying in the bank, for ten years or so, In 
order to m that money spent, the Govern- 
ment had given £50,000, and he thought 
that the Government deserved some credit 
for bringing that money out of the bank. 

Mr. Costelloe said that the point was that 
£100,000 would be spent on the relief of 
unemployment.

They should wait until times changed for the 
better. .Meanwhile the banks said; ' We 
won't see you short to the extent of an 
overdrait of £300,000 at the rate agreed on.”

—5 or 6 per cent, or more.

STRIKE. AT LONDON 
‘DOCKS. 
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PROTEST AGAINST WAGE 
REDUCTIONS. 


A strike of bargemen, tugmen, watermen 
and lightermen on the Thames began yester- 
day morning. The stoppage only affeets the 
union to which these men belong, and not 
the Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
of which the dockers are. members. In Lon- 
don about 3,700 workers are on strike, and 
the effect. could be seen in the comparatively 
small amount of activity on the river yes- 
terday. 

The Bargemen’s Union is protesting 
against the new national docks agreement, 
which entails a reduction of tenpence per 
day in their wages; ier is about suven per 
cent. This agreement had heen negotiated 
by the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, and ratified by a delegate conference, 
but the Bargemen’s Union had rejected its 
proposals on a vote. 

An official of the Watermern’s Union ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the answer to the 
strike order. About 95 per cent. of the men 
responded immediately. With har and 
tugs idle, shipping is bound to be held up, 
but union officials were not yet able to say 
how many vessels were affected. 

It is understood that the Thames stoppage 
is purely local, and that it is not likely to 
spread. | 

Communists made unsuccessful attempts to 
organise a general dockers’ strike at Liver- 
pool and Birkenhead.

GALLERY’S ORIGIN. 


The Municipal Gallery of Modern Art 
owed its — to a movement initiated as 
early as 1 by the late Sir Hugh Lane, 
who in that year held an exhibition of Old 
Masters at the Royal Hibernian Academy in 
Abbey street, Dublin. In 1903 the Dublin 
Corporation moved to obtain State aid for a 
municipal modern art collection. In 1904 Mr. 
Lane, as he then was, received an appoint- 
ment to the Board of the National Gallery 
of Ireland. In 1906 he was a promoter of 
the Watts Memorial Exhibition at the Dublin 
Academy, and in the 


Art in 

1907, he deposited in this 
Gallery, established at Clonmell House, Har- 
court street, hig collection of pictures by 
Continental artists. Were to become 
the absolute property of Corporation, pro- 
vided that a promised prominent building was 
“erected on a Suitable site within the next 
few Years.” These pictures were labelled 
“ Lane Conditional Giit.’’ The condition was 
not fulfilled, and in August, 1913, they were 
reroved from the Gallery. How ,this mis- 
fortune came to pass is fully related by the 
Curator. In January, 1908, the Gallery was 
opened to the public. Mr. Hugh Lane 
received the freedom of the City of Dublin, 
and a year later was knighted for his services 
to Irish art. 

Sir Hugh Lane increased his benefactions 
to Dublin by making what is known as the 
“Lane Gift” to the new Gallery in 1911, 
and in 1912 the first public meeting to pro- 
vide for the foundation of a permanent home 
for the pictures was held at the Mansion 
House. In the following year the Corpora- 
tion completed legal arrangements for taking 
over sole control of the Gallery. The Cor 
poration paid the debts and instailed Mr. 
John J. Reynolds as Curator. The sum of 
£22.000 was voted for building, but the 
money was not raised.

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HEATED CONTROVERSY. 


Further progress was impeded by an un- 
expected and heated controversy led hy a 
section of the Press against the suggestion 
of Sir Hugh Lane to use the Metal Bridge as 
a site. Mr. Reynolds tells us that “with 
this end in view, plans were executed at Sir 
Hugh. Lane’s request by a well-known 
English architect, Sir E. L. Lutyens, R.A.” 
The Curator says that the “art gallery was 
shown in the architect's drawing as a hand- 
some structure, consisting of two wings 
arallel with, and abutting upon, the river 
anks at each side, and joined by an open 
colonnade forming a foot-bridge. Sir E. 
Lutyens estimated the cost at £45,000. .. . 

“The opponents of the scheme described 
the proposed structure as neither a bridge 
nor a gallery; as fantastic, bizarre and 
impractical, a ‘Castle in Spain,’”’ and they 
feared “ that the perspective view of the river 
towards the west, with its beautiful sunsets, 
would be entirely spoiled.” Other objections 
were nade, but one—the complaint that only 
a new foot bridge was provided—led to the 
suggestion of a bridge carrying a road to 
connect a new grand thoroughfare between 
| north ind south, and so aroused the business 
mstinct of all O'Connell street and other 
main shop routes. with the result that the 
idea ‘vas abandoned. Lord Ardilaun, who 
gave St. Stenhen’s Green Park to the Dublin 
citizens. opposed a site there, and in the 
result, Sir Hugh Lane, who had been deeply 
vexed by the tone and manner of the con- 
troversy over the ‘ Metal Bridge ” site, took 
his Continental pictures—‘‘ The Conditional 
Gift ’’—from the walls of the Harcourt street 
Gallery. ' 

What happened to the pictures is told in 
the curator's pamphle and how they 
“fentered on their long and dusty three years’ 
sleep ” in the cellars of the National Gallery. 
in London until 1917. Only when the question 
of thein return to Dublin was raised were 
these thirty-nine soggy taken from the 
cellars ond hung by the London National 
Gallery Trustees. 


DETAILED HISTORY. 


Through many pages Mr. Reynolds gives in 
detail the history of the efforts to recover 
the Lane Bequest. All his story illystrates 
the deep interest Sir Hugh Lane took in the 
Dublin Art Galleries. In his will of 1915, 
he made the National Gallery of Ireland his 
residuary legatee and during his life had made 
it many valuable gifts. Mr. Reynolds says, 
referring to the evidence set forth in the 
British Government’s Official Report of the 
Committee of Inquiry on the Lane Bequest 
claim in 1926:—‘“‘It is abundantly evident 
that Sir Hugh Lane’s feeling of irritation 
towards the Dublin Municipality had, in the 
course of time, passed away. This change 
of feeling is shown by the tenour of the 
codicil drawn up immediately before his de 
parture for America, as well as by the per- 
sonal evidence of members of his family.” 

The Curator points out that in one part 
of Great Britain—Seotland—the codicil, as 
it stands, is a legal Cocument, and also gives 
full extracts of evitence of wills with un- 
wi codicils having been accepted in 
English Courts, and of wills that have Seen 
drastically changed by Act of Parliament.

BIG WICKLOW CASE. 

An, important appeal which had not con- 
cluded at the end of last term was that 
of the Wicklow County Council frum a 
judgment of the High Court in favour of 
the Hibernian Fire and General Insurance 
Company, Lid. In the action the County 
Council claimed the sum of £1,755 lis. 4d, 
against the insurance company under a 
fidelity guarantee, hy the terms of which, 
they alleged, the insurance company were 
bound to indemnify them against loss sus- 
tained hy fraud or dishonesty amounting to 
embezzlement by two rate collectors. The 
trial judge found that the plaintiffs and their 
offivers neglected to observe and put in force 
the provisions of Article 106 of the Public 
Bodies Order, which was, he said, an m- 
plied term of the contract of indemnity; and 
that without such negligence the misappro- 
pration. could. not have been, carried out. 
Accordingly, he found for the defendants, 
aud gave judgment for them with costs. ‘The 
appellants now are seeking to have this judg- 
ment set aside and to have judgment entered 
for them with costs and costs of the appeal. 

Another important appeal 1s one which is 
brought on behalf of the Hon. Kathleen 
Emily Marie Lawless, of Lyons, Neweastle- 
Lyons, Co. Dublin, daughter of the late Lord 
Cloncurry, in relation to the estate duty on 
the property passing on. the death of the 
Right Hon. Valentine Frederick Baron Clon- 
curry, and raises the question whether certain 
personal property that was settled on the 
marriage of Lord Cloncurry was liable to 
estate duty in the Free State, and was 
aggregable with his property in County 
Limerick, 

One of the appeals raises the question of 
the liability of an insurance company in 
respect of loss following the burmng of a 
‘bus in the Coombe, Dublin, when several 
people were injured and loss of life was im- 
volved. The execution of a Killarney rate 
collector’s bond; property im, and liability 
for, mesne rates of Shannon eel weirs; con- 
struction of wills and administration of 
estates are also subjects comprised in the 
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SWEEPSTAKE CASES. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, who had a very 
strenuous time with the Erasmus Smith case, 
the Scala case and other cases, cleared off so 
much of the arrears in the last sittings that 
he will very probably be able to devote a 
considerable portion of the coming term to 
the hearing, with another judge, of appeals 
from Circuit Courts,. He will, of course, have 
his usual list of motions and summonses. 

There are two sweepstake cases which have 
not disappeared from his list. 

In one of these the plaintiff and the prin- 
cipal defendant reside in Manchester, and the 
sum involved amounts to . Od., pay- 
able on a ticket which drew the horse Shell 
Transport in the Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstake 
on the Derby. The plaintiff claims a half- 
share in the ticket, and the principal defend- 
ant repudiates the alleged sale of a half-share 
of the ticket to the plaintiff. 

In the other case the paintiff is a barmaid 
residing in Belfast, and the defendants reside, 
one in Helen's Bay, Co. Down, ali the other 
in Belfast. The plaintiff claims a quartér- 
share in the ticket which drew the horse 
Truncheon in the Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstake 
on the Manchester November Handicap, and 
she stated in an affidavit that she been 
informed that the defendants claimed that the 
ticket belonged to them in equal shares. 

There is also a sweepstake case in Mr. 
Justice Johnston's list. The parties in this 
case reside in Chester, and the dispute 
between them is about a consolation prize of 
£1,182 8s. 4d. in the Grand National Sweep- 
stake. 

One of the cases to come before Mr. Justice 
Johnston on several points of law is that of 
a humber of British ex-Service men aes 
at Killester against the Irish Sailors’ an 
Soldiers’ Land Trust and the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State. ' The plain- 
tiffs, on behalf of themselves and all other ex- 
Service men holding cottages under the Trusts 
of the Land Trust Powers Act, 1925, and the 
Irish Free State (Consequential Provisions) 
Act, 1922, and on behalf of. their dependents 
and the dependents of all other such ex- 
Service men, claim a declaration that the 
endowment establisled by the joint effect of 
these Acts and the British Treasury's certifi- 
cate of the 3ist December, 1923, constitutes 
a valid public trust ; that the sole-beneficiaries 
are ex-Service men and their immediate de- 
scendants; that the paramount intention of 
the endowment is the provision of cottages 
for the accommodation of ex-Service men out 
of the capital assets of the endowment, and 
that the intention includes the cet that 
the provision of such cottages s ensure 
to the benefit of the immediate dependents of 
such ex-Service men. The plaintiffs claim 
other declarations regarding the duty of the 
defendants, and allege breach of trust, which 
is denied. 


QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

The questions of law which are to be argued 
will, it is understood, occupy a good deal of 
time, and will raise a point of jurisdiction to 
hear the action.
